And most of us learned long ago, 
in those tragic moments when we 
stood face to face with the mys­ 
terious unknown, that they wjere not 
so terrible as we had feared.

shocked by our own ability to face 
the darker moments of life. . . . I 
remember when I w*as a little fel­ 
low and a boy we had played with 
was drowned in the yellow7 Sacra­ 
mento river. And I remember how 
for weeks my mind would return to 
the picture of his poor young body 
being rolled over and over in the 
twisting currents of that river. . 
And I remember another boy who 
made a cave in a sandbank and was 
smothered when the earth fell in 
upon him. It was exciting for us to 
go to his funeral and wear white 
gloves and carry his coffin to the 
grave. It was dramatic, and I can­ 
not believe that we were all little 
monsters lacking in feeling. 
I remember my own self one day 
in the war, a day from which I did 
not expect to come alive.. . . It was 
a craziness of mustard gas th at sick­ 
ened me and made me vomit, of 
shells that fell alongside and did not 
kill me, but did kill others, of nervous 
excitement and terrible weariness 
and disgust. But even then, on that 
very day, while death was at my el­ 
bow, I was not unhappy, I was not 
shell shocked, and I remember that 
day not unpleasantly. 
I believe th at most of us are like 
that. 
We do not shrink from the 
worst we have known or may hap­ 
pen to us. Below the surface of our­ 
selves we feel the challenge of life, 
w are glad to risk security for the 
treasure of the unknown and the ad­ 
venturous. . . .

The mucilage used on 
hinges contains no oil or chemical 
substance to stain or otherwise harm 
the stamp. Good hinges are “peel- 
aWe." 
That is, while the mucilage 
holds permanently, the hinge may 
be removed, by means of a steady 
even pull from album or stamp 
without damaging either if care is 
taken. 
To put the hinge on the stamp, 
fold the hinge about one-third of 
the way from one end and moisten 
the short end very lightly. Lay the 
stamp face downward and affix the 
moistened end of the hinge evenly 
on the back across the center of 
the top of the stamp. 
In order to 
prevent any possibility of bending 
the stamps perforated edge when it 
is raised for inspection, the hinge 
should project to the exact outside 
edge of the perforations. 
Affix the 
long end after mo’stcning, to the 
proper album space.

“No man can serve two masters; for 
either he will hate the one, and love 
the other; or else he will hold »0 
one, and despise the other. Ye can­ 
not serve God and mammon. 
He 
demanded, therefore, that the cen­ 
ter of gravity of our interests ana 
desires should be anchored in God 
and not in things material. He re­ 
buked worry over material things of 
food and clothing and bodily life as 
contrary to all the lessons taught 
us in nature and scripture: 
"Be­

PRICE CONDITIONS

WASHINGTON, April 5.—While 
iood prices are generally below the 
pre-war costs and below the 1924- 
28 price average, costs of all staple 
foods, except potatoes, canned to­ 
matoes, apples, cabbage and iMinanas 
are higlier than a^ear ago, the AAA 
reported today. 
' 
Some prices have advanced as 
sharply as 81.2 percent in the last 
year. And there i« a wide variance 
in prices in various sections of the 
country. 
Retail pork prices in New York 
City are 17 percent below the 1924- 
28 level; beef prices, 15 percent; 
lamb, 36 percent, and the general 
Irvel of food prices, 21 percent. 
Meat Prices Higher. 
But from a year ago, round steak 
IS up 35.7 percent; rib roast, 38 per­ 
cent; chuck roast, 44 percent; pork 
chops, 28.9 percent; Iwd, 81 per­ 
cent; leg of lamb, 13 percent; breast 
of lamb, 27.6 percent; poultry, 17 
percent; eggs, 35.7 percent. 
Bread is up from a year ago, 4.7 
percent for whole wheat and rye, 
and 5.1 percent for white. Advances 
in other staple food costs as com­ 
pared to a year ago, include: Flour, 
4.2 percent; canned com, 13.3; can­ 
ned peas, 6.1; onions, 19.1; lettuce, 
4.8; spinach, 50.7; carrots, 15,5; can­ 
ned peaches, 10.1; canned pears, 11.1; 
pineapples, 4.2, and oranges, 7.4, al­ 
though a bumper orange and citrus 
fruit crop is predicted. 
The only price declines as report­ 
ed from a year ago are potatoes, 41.4 
percent; canned tomatoes, 1 percent; 
cabbage, 15.3; apples, 4.8, and ba­ 
nanas, 2.5.

.simply the first step in them drive 
to get rid of all restriction.s. and get 
all the profits for themselves.

financier Is Asked To Ex­ 
plain Sale Of Pittsburgh 
Coal Co. Stock

PITTSBURGH, April 5.—Andrew 
W. Mellon encountered difficulties 
today as he threw open the doors of 
his financial and industrial dynasty 
in an attem pt to prove he should 
not be compelled to pay a deficiency 
levy of $3,089,261 on his 1931 in­ 
come. 
Even though he deliberately sold 
Pittsburgh Coal company stock, tak­ 
ing a $5,500,000 loss for tax purposes, 
the 
80-year-old 
multi-millionaire 
insists he always treated the gov­ 
ernm ent fairly and paid a substan­ 
tial tax. 
In 1931. he says he paid 
too much and wants a refund of 
$139,045. 
Mellon admitted he sold Pitts­ 
burgh company stock to Union Trust 
company because he sawr no future 
in the coal business. Because of this 
pessimistic outlook and his inability 
to sell at anything but a loss at any 
time, the financier disposed of 123,- 
000 shares for the small sum of 
$500,000. 
Chief Government Counsel Robert 
H. Jackson lost no time in showing 
that Mellon signed a deposition in 
1934, stating he was offered $100 a 
share for this same stock by Frank 
E. Taplin. 
Mellon agreed Taplin 
went to Washington and offered to 
buy 100,000 shares or less.at the hun­ 
dred dollar figure but the then sec­ 
retary of the treasury advised Tap­ 
lin “we hadn’t considered selling the 
stock at all.” 
Jackson made the most of this 
opportunity to show disposal of the 
stock to Union Trust shortly before 
Mellon resigned from the Hoover 
cabinet was merely a “shadow sale” 
and the loss "fictitious”. 
The government, however, was not 
so successful in getting access to 
certain Union Trust company rec- j 
ords. For the third time the U. S. 
board of tax appeals refused him 
permission to scrutinize these docu­ 
ments which the government con­ 
tends will show’ Union Trust acted 
as a tax avoidance mill for the \ 
wealthy banker.

Says Johnson 


State Relief Head Declares 
Relief Will Be Kept 
Free Of Politics 


EXAMINATIONS FOR 
NEW INVESTIGATORS 


(International News Service) 
HARRISBURG, April 5.—Taking 
cognizance 
of 
recent complaints, 
Robert L. Johnson, state emergency 
relief director, declares that relief 
will be kept free of politics as long 
as he is in authority. 
At the same time Johnson an­ 
nounced examinations will soon be 
held to choose additional investi­ 
gators in a drive against “chisel- 
ers”, but warned that persons who 
have been active in politics will be 
ineligible. 
The 
jobs 
pay

a 
month. 
Sponsorship Not Effective 
“Sponsorship by prominent pol­ 
itical 
persons 
carries 
no 
more j 
weight than sponsorship by relia- | 
ble 
private 
citizens,” 
J o h n s o n 
warned 
applicants 
for 
positions.j 
“All persons in this organization 
must qualify themselves on personal 
merit, and under no circumstances ■ 
will political considerations be per­ 
mitted to enter in.” 
Despite the present crisis in th e , 
relief situation because of the lack 
of funds, Johnson declared he would 
refuse “to consider any qualification 
for members of my organization 
other than ability to perform the 
duties which may be assigned to j 
them.” 
This was interpreted as a j 
blunt warning to legislative leaders 
that no patronage will be available j 
in his organization for use in push­ 
ing controversial bills through the 
legislature. 
Add Investigators 
Johnson said additional investi­ 
gators were being hired to reduce 


the number of families for which 
each visitor was responsible from 
132 to 100, to permit “efficient in ­ 
vestigation”. 
Applicants 
will 
be 
graded in their examinations on 
the basis of 20 points for education, 
experience and reference, 40 points 
for a written examination and 40 
points on a personal interview. Only 
those who pass in the first two 
groups will be granted a personal 
interview'. 
“The essentials for the position 
are experience, education, freedom 
from race or religious prejudices, 
sound 
judgment, m a t u r i t y of 
thought and capacity to accept 
training,” Johnson said. 
Candidates who pass the exami­ 
nations will be place on an eligible 
list from which selections will be 
made for vacancies. 
All appoint­ 
ments will be for a six months pro­ 
bationary period. 
In cases where visitors must fur­ 
nish their own motor transporta­ 
tion they will receive five cents a 
mile for expenses, Johnson said. 
Notices of the examinations will 
soon be posted in local relief of­ 
fices and advertised in newspapers, 
he announced. 
Keep Politics Out 
“The greatest difficulty which I 
have encountered in this work has 
been to keep politics out of the or­ 
ganization. 
I do not know and 
have not asked the politics of my 
staff. 
I am only concerned with 
their experience, efficiency and en­ 
ergy, and with the fact th at they, 
in their respective spheres, are not 
playing politics. 
I am extremely 
anxious to keep politics out of re­ 
lief and will do so while I 
am 
here,” Johnson said. 
“If it is found th at any member 
of the emergency relief adm inistra­ 
tion of Pennsylvania is, or has been 
playing politics in regard to posi­ 
tions with the emergency relief or­ 
ganization, in regard to positions on 
work relief projects, or in regard to 
persons applying for or receiving 
direct relief, th a t person will be 
immediately discharged. 
Any defi­ 
nite, specific facts in this connec­ 
tion which are brought to me by 
responsible 
citizens or organiza­ 
tions will be carefuly investigated.”

PLAN G A R D E N TO GROW are annuals which are killed by the 
PLENTY OF VEGETABLES 
An abundance of tasty, healthful 
vegetables for the entire year may 
be supplied from a large farm gar­ 
den, while the smaller 
backyard 
garden usually will 
supply 
fresh 
vegetables for the summer and fell. 
For convenience, vegetables 
for 
home use must be planted near the 
house. Such crops as cabbage, sweet 
com, peas, and beans often can be 
grown with 
less 
expense 
when 
planted in 
a 
fertil 
field 
near 
the house and spaced for horse cul­ 
tivation. Cabbage and peas do best 
when planted in the same place only 
once in every 4 or 5 years. 
Weed control is easier when vege­ 
tables are planted in 
long 
rows, 
spaced for wheel-hoe or horse culti­ 
vation. Frequent* shallow cultivation 
controls weeds 
without 
injuring 
the feeding roots of vegetable crops. 
Earlier and larger crops .may be 
gTown from select seeds and healthy, 
stocky, well-hardened plants that 
have good root growth. 
Plans should be thinned early to 
the proper distance or money can 
be saved by planting just enough 
seed to give a good stand. Mulching 
celery, tomatoes, 
and 
cucumbers 
with stray or manure controls weeds 
and conserves soil moisture. 


CHICKS NEED COMFORT AND 
NOT OVERHEATING 
Some 
poultrymen 
brood 
their 
chicks at too high temperatures. Un­ 
der the 
hover 
the 
temperature 
should be comfortable for .the chicks. 
Chicks need a chance to cool off. 
No hen ever keeps her brood under 
her all day. The brooder stove takes 
the place of the hen and is a source 
of heat after the chicks have been 
out in the cooler temperature. 
T h e temperature at the edge of the 
hover and two inches above the lit­ 
ter should be 90 to 95 degrees the 
first week, 85 to 90 degrees the sec­ 
ond week, and 80 to 85 degrees the 
third week.

Their only value seems to be for 
pasture or soil improvement.

seed every year. The season here is 
too short for them to produce seed 
with certainty. Two or three cases 
are known in the southern tier of 
counties at low altitudes where the 
common and Korean strains of Les- 
pedeza have reseeded

plantings. 
On good soils there 
are 
other 
clovers which will be much more 
satisfactory and productive 
than 
the lespedezas or Japan clovers. On 
poor, acid soils their 
growth 
has 
generally been too small and uncer­ 
tain to recommend for general use. 
All of the lespedezas require spec­ 
ial inoculation in Pennsylvania. The 
one perennial strain of Japan clover 
has usually winter-killed and is very 
coarse and stemmy. Since the sum­ 
mers here are not considered long 
ano hot enough for the best growth 
of these plants, they cannot be ex­ 
pected to do what they have done 
farther south.

Thumps is a symptom of this trou-1 
ble. When the little pigs cannot get 
out on pasture, a solution of 6 to 8 
ounces of copperas (iron sulphate) , 
in a quart of water can be used to ! 
swab the sows’ udders. The 
little 
pigs will get enough of this solution \ 
when they nurse to prevent anemia. 
Another good plan is th at of cut­ 
ting a square foot of sod from a field 
where hogs have not run recently. 
This can be placed in the pen for 
the little pigs to tear to pieces. They ! 
will get some exercise and also some 
minerals which will be beneficial 
If they show a 
tendency 
toward 
anemia a teaspoonful of copperas 
solution for every two pags can be 
poured on the sod. The pigs will get 
it when they chew on the sod. 


SUGGESTED TREATMENTS FOR 
CABBAGE DISEASES 
| 
Special variations in the control 
j treatm ents for damping-off of cab- j 
bages should be used where black 
| rot or black leg is a problem. 
Where black rot is to be controlled 
cabbage seed should be treated 20 
to 30 minutes in a 1-1000 solution of 
corrosive sublimate. Next, the seed 
should be washed at least 15 minutes 
f in running water. The seed may be 
planted wet. but if held for a time j 
it should be thoroughly dried. 
This treatment will some 
what 
check dampening-off. However, the 
corrosive sublimate soil drench ap- [ 


plied at planting time 
is 
recom­ 
mended. 
Treating cabbage seed with hot 
water at 122 degrees Fahrenheit to 
control black leg has proved inef­ 
fective as a control for damping-off. 
Damping-off can be prevented in 
seed treated with hot water by either 
applying organic mercury dust to 
the seed or drenching the soil with 
a 1-1000 solution of corrosive sub­ 
limate. 


CHEESE HAS HIGH FOOD VALUE 
IN MANY DISHES 
“How much cheese do you suppose 
you eat in the course of a year?” 
asks Miss Eleanor 
Drury, 
home 
economics extension representative. 
The average American is said to 
eat four and one-half pounds 
of 
cheese a year. During the same time 
the average* Swiss uses 16 pounds, 
the Hollander 14, the Dane 13, the 


Italian 12, the Norwegian 10%, the 
German 10 
the Frenchman 10 
and the Britisher 8Va pounds. 
Cheese gives good returns for the 
cost. The food value is high. It has, 
in concentrated form, most of the 
constituents of the milk from which 
it is made, Miss Drury explains. 
Cheese may be used easily to fur­ 
nish the main protein dish for a 
meal, or even for the day, for cheese 
is one-fourth protein. It is, at the 
same time, an excellent source of 
calcium. In quantity, however, it is 
often best to use cheese very finely 
flaked or grated and mixed 
with 
bread crumbs or with other foods 
to make it more readily digestible. 
When it is necessary to economize, 
a little cheese can be used, not only 
to add flavor, but to “complete” the 
proteins of 
vegetables 
in 
soups, 
chowders, stews, or scalloped dishes.

creamed cabbage with grated cheese; 
tomatoes and macaroni cooked with 
flaked cheese; rice 
and 
cheese; 
creamed spinach with cheese; com

sure good protein values along with 
other values, including calcium and 
vitamin A particularly.

Irish Statue To 
Lusitania Dead 
Near Completion 


(International News Service) 
DUBLIN, April 5—After 10 years 
of delay, work is proceeding on the 
erection of a $50,000 memorial at 
Cobh, County Cork, to the 1,198 per­ 
sons, including 124 Americans, who 
lost their lives in the sinking of the 
liner Lusitania. 
It was torpedoed 
by a German submarine off the 
south-west tip of Ireland May 7 
1915. 
’ 
The memorial was commissioned 
slightly more than 10 years ago by 


a committee of leading Americans, 
including Franklin 
D. 
Roosevelt, 
Harold Vanderbilt, Owen D. Young, 
and Mrs. Borden Harriman. 
Nearly two years ago the rough 
foundations of the memorial were 
laid in Scott Square. Cobh, but work 
on the memorial was held up until 
now owing to the mysterious ab­ 
sence of Jerome Connor, the sculp­ 
tor,. who designed the memorial and 
from whom nothing was heard for 
12 months. 
Recently the Cobh City Council, 
who gave the site, threatened to re­ 
move the early foundations unless 
work on the memorial was com­ 
menced. 
Apparently Connor communicat­ 
ed with the council, for work has 
now started. 
The memorial is to be gigantic 
figure of Peace, to stand as a sort 
of statue of liberty in Cobh Har­ 


bor overlooking the sea th at swal­ 
lowed up the tragic victims of the 
ill-fated ship.
